LEGISLATOR.. 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Capt. C. S..Pingle, M.L.A., for.Med- 
icine Hat constituency, © formerly 
Speaker of the Legislature, died sud- 
,denly on Tuesday evening at 7.20, 
following a stroke earlier in the day. 
He had resided for some years . in 
Medicine Hat, and was prominent in 
Masonic circles, and had been a very 
active worker. He was born at Mor- 
ris, Manitoba, on October 16, 1880, and 
was educated in Winnipeg. | He is sur- 
vived by his wife, and one son, War- 
ren, now ‘attending the University of 
Alberta; four brothers, George, in 
Medicine Hat, Hume, at Banff Phar- 
macy, Fred and Gus, of: Winnipeg; 
and one sister, Mrs. Huble, of Winni- 
peg. Deceased’s mother is living in 
Regina. 


He was first elected to the Alberta 
Legislature as member for Redcliffe 
in 1913, and was re-elected in. 1917. 


He served as speaker during the Stew- 
art regime. After being out for a few 
years he was elected for a,Vacancy in 
1925 and re-elected in 1926.
